But on Tuesday — four days after the false alert 
triggered widespread panic — the agency’s 
spokesman, Richard Rapoza, said, “As of right 
now we have not made any formal police reports.” 

Asked why, Rapoza said, “I don’t know, but as of 
right now we have not. We’re coming off the end of 
a long weekend. This is being handled in the midst 
of everything else.” 


The focus so far, at least publicly, 
has been on education and prepara- 
tion for the nuclear blast and imme- 
diate fallout. 

“A lot of you guys are younger 
than I am, but I still remember duck 
and cover,” Miyagi said. “However, 
my kids, my grandkids, have no clue 
of what is involved here, so that’s 
what the purpose (is) of the first 
phase — to educate our people.” 

The state is using a 150-kiloton 
nuclear detonation in its planning.
